It 
is distressing ail along tiie river and 
many termers have loaT heaTlly. It 
will take many weeks for land owners 
to get their farms in shape In Row- 
ana tha walar is la tha atonic and it 
is over tha baatfisa in tha ehnieb 
building." 

Baker & Morrison of this place, who 
operate a saw and stave mill, on Cum> 
berland river sustained a considerable 
loss by flood last week. A large lot of 
lumber and other material were .v,i-,h 
ed from the mill yard. Mr. Baker in- 
forms OS that he can not tell at this 
time the extent of the lirm's dama/e, 
but it is considerable. We hope it is 
not a« moeh as were first repoitad— 
one th.ousand dollars 

Tlieie was evidently, from reports 
from Burkesville, distressing times 
there last week ^dr. R. K. Young 
was notified that forty families had 
to leave their residences, and that 
the waters were over the counters in 
some of the storas. The 'iver he 
was told, was eight feet higher than 
ever before known. 

Green river and Russell's creek were 
tKJth high, but the tiood of waters did 
not swell the streams any higher than 
you often see. The j^reatest damag^e 
on the creek as far as we know was 
the waahlak oat thadaa atSarith's 
mill

inn; about seven hundred acres 

lie was ttae oldest sou of Mr. Fred 
Cabell, who In his life time was ona 
of the wealthest men of Creen county. 

For severai years the daceased ba d 
bean In dalloato health, and two or 
three years a,'o he watu to Louisvilie 
and liau a large goiter removed from 
his neck. Fraai thIa operation ha 
never fully recovered, and besides his 
heart action was bad Notwitiistaod- 
iog his affliction ha haa _ 
several counties dnring the li 
years writing tire insurance. 

In politics he was an ordaM 
crot, taking an active part in every 
canvass since he reached his majority.

Whc-n the first constitution of 
Kentucky was adapted, on the 
I9th of April 1792. there were 
nine counties in the state, viz: 

Jefferson, Lincoln, Fayette, Nel- 
son. Mereer. MadiMii, Bourbon, 
Woodford,uid MuoB. Adair was 
then a part of lineotaL 

In the year 1792, Green Conn- 
ty was formed from a part of 
Lincoln, and in the year 1801, 
Adair was formed from a part of 
Green. 

At the time of the aduuiion of 
the ?econd Consiitution for the 
State viz: The 17th, of August 
1799, there were twenty* five 
counties, Bourbcm. Bracken, 
Campbell, Clark. Christian, Fay- 
ettee. Franklin, Fleming, Gar- 
rard, Green. Harrison, Jefferson, 
Jessamine, Lincoln. Logan, Mason, 
Madison, Montgomery, Mercer, 
Nelson, Shelby, Scott, Woodford, 
Washington, and Warren.

Iirice has caused Imndreds of poultry- 
men to i)ut forth an extra effort to in- 
crease their egg production, writes C. 
S. Anderson of the Colorado Agricul- 
tural college. Tn the majority of cases

— the pullets being forced did not have 
the maturity and age necessary for 
winter laying. Their feed, care and 
housing may have been sihove question, 
but their handicap of being hatched 
late could not be overcome.

How Cottonjs Utilized 

The United States Is the 'land of

Kentuclclans Are Advised of Additional 
Requests of Government in Re- 
gard to Conservation of Food, 8u|^ 
ply of the Nation. 

liOalsville. Ky., Jan. 26.— i'ollowing 
the issuance of a proclamation by 
President Wilson calling for additional 

food economies. Federal Food Adminis- 
trator Fred M. Sackett today made 
known to the people of Kentucky the 
contents of the Kitchen Card. This 
card, which supersedes the Kitchen 
Card distributed during Pledge Card 
Campaign Week, October 2Sth to 
November 4tb, calls upon all the peo- 
ple of America to observe two wheat- 
loss days Weekly, cue meatli s.-, (i,^> 
and one porkless day, as well as a 
wheatless and meatless meal every 
day. Ilere'Lofore, oiily one win atle.->.- 
and one meaUeas day have been con 
sidered necessary. 

The i:ew regulations are addressed 
particularly to the women who signed 
the pledge cards, since they promised 
to "follow the direetiiins and advice 
Gf the Food Administration" in so far 
as their circumstances permit. The 
women are e.xpected. however, to in 
dum the members ui their families to 
follow these directions also, and the 
pre. lamatinr. of the President makes 
it plain that the population of America 
must respond unanimously and with 
a joyful heart if the war is to be won. 

No Hardships Imposed. 

Although the new restrictions call 
for the abridgment of long-established 
h.abits, the new Kitchen Card doos not 
impose any hardships. As yet, the 
American people still are not required 
to make any sacrifices in the matter 
o:' food to win the war The most any 
person is asked to do is to suffer some 
slight inconvcnieni e. 

The new Kitchen Card, which the 
President approves and hands to the 
nation as a book of rules for winning 
the war, is as follows: 

"The Food .\iIininistration asks 
every loyal American to help with 
ih.' .va:- by maintaining rigidly as a 
n.i.i.aiuui o£ saving tho following pro- 
£:-ain: : 

■ Have two wheatless days (Monday j 
and Wednesday) in every wet!k and |

"I'xplanation: On wheatless days I 
and in wheatless meals of other days j 
use no crackers, pastry, macaroni, 
breakfast (ot d or other cereal food j 
containing wheal and use no wheat 
flour in any form except the small 
amount that may be needed for thick- 
fcr.'ng soups or gravies or for a binder 
in co!Ti bread and ■ ■ i-e'i 'l bretids. 
As to bread, if you bake it at hL>iiie, us 
ether cereals than wheat, and if you 
bry it. buy only war bread. Our ob 
jeii is tiiat we should buy and con- 
eume one-third 1-ss wheat products 
than we did last year. 

M?£t!ess Meal Every Day. 

"Have one meatless day (Tuesday)

"Kxplanation: Meatless means with- 
r- • any cattle, hog or sheep products.

• Explanation: Fry less 1,\-^ ; bake, 
brril, boil or stew food instead. Save 
meat drippings; use them and vege 
table oils for cookihg instead of but- 
ter. Butter has food values vital to 
children, therefore, give it to them. 
I'se it only on the table. Waste no 
si'up. It is made from fat. lie careful 
of all fats. We use and waste two and 
a half times as much fat as w^ need." 

".Make every day a sogar saving 
day." 

"Explanation: Use less sugar; Isss 
sweet drinks and candy containing 
sugar should be used In war Ume. As 

a nation we have used twice as iMKh 

sugar as we need." 
"Use fruits, vagetabies and pototoes 

abundantly." 
"Explanation: These foods are 

healthful and plentiful and at tho same 
time partly take the place of other 
foods which we must save. Balse all 
you can for home use." 

"Use milk wisely." 

"Explanation: Use all of the milk; 
waste no part of it. The children must 
use whole milk. Use sour and skim 
milk in cooking and for cottage 
cheesS." 

"Hoarding food. Any one buying 
and holding a larger supply of food 

now than in peace time. e.\cept food 
canned, dried or preserved in the 
home. Is helping to defeat thp Food 
Administration to ito attampt to se- 
cure a just division of food and the es- 
tablishment of fair prices.
